Priority should be given to U. S. Government employes, hut tihme should be no bar 
to acceptance of private U. S. ctoLzens or foreign citizens whan deemed In the national 
interest. 


V.^n^® Academy stould be located to the Washtognm area, on a site which 
will peraiJIPit to assume esmntually the i*ysical f^dures of a imiverslty. he basic 
cai^tal aa^perattag costs should be femded centrally to die State Dqiaitmeitt budget, 
with partt^^ating agencies bearing costs of their students. It shwild be permitted 
to accept ^1^ from private sources. 
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
